HE annual Irish Trade Union Congress 
ES will be held at the Casino Cinema, Kil- 
larney, from August 2nd to August 5th 
next. The. agenda, which has just been 
issued, contains resolutions from many of the 
branches: one of the most interesting of 
vhich, submitted by the Dublin Trades Union 
ouncil, ealls for the abolition of partition, 
nd is in the following terms :— 

“ That this Congress, representing the 
wage-earners of all parts of Ireland, te- 
news its protest against the political par- 
tition of Treland as detrimental to the 
interests of the workers and of trade 
unionism: calls for the removal: of the 
artificial boundary dividing the gon of 
Northern Ireland from the people of the 
Irish “Free State; and requests the 
Labour Parties in the Free State and in 
Northern Ireland to initiate a working- 
class movement for the abolition of the 
boundary, and for the reunion of the six 
counties with the twenty-six counties,” 

Another motion, submitted by the Nationa] 
xecutive, deprecates the continued inactivity 
the Northern Ireland and Free State 
(Governments in respect of the unemployment 
question, and condemns the policy of wage 
reductions, ‘‘ which coftribute to the disease 
of economic depression rather than providing 
a remedy for its removyal.”’ 
[he Belfast Trades Council suggests that 
the Governments concerned should either find 
k for the workers or make the unem- 
ved a direct charge4on the National Ex- 
while the Civil Service..

PROTECTED, INRUSTRIES. 


The Railway Clerks’ Association regards as 
‘‘ madequate and unsatisfactory " the trans’ 
port legislation recently enacted by the 
Oireachtas, “ seeing that it rejects the prin- 
ciple of public ownership, despite the re- 
peated pledges of the Government Party in 
this respect.” The resolution calls on the 
Congress to reaffirm its conviction that it is 

ily through a national system of transport 
(on the basis of public ownership), linking up 
all forms of railway, road, water, and. air 
services, that the industrial and social needs 
_of the community can be effectively met. 

There are several resolutions urging the re- 
duction of working hours, and the Irish 
Women Workers’ Union demands an inter- 
national convention in favour of the 40-hour 
week. The Government is also called upon 
to enact degislation with the following ob- 
jects :—The limitation of the hours of work 
in shops and offices to 48 in the week, the 
enforcement of a weekly half-holiday, the 
compulsory closing of all shops and offices 
not. later than 1.30 p.m. on one day in each 
week, and not later than 7 p.m. on Satur- ' 
days, and the compulsory closing of al] shops 
and offices on Sundays. 
this legislation, it is stated, should be placed 
‘in the hands of a central Government de- 
partment. i 

The Dublin Trades Union Council criticises 
the action of manufacturers who are now 
enjoving the benefits of heavy protective 
tariffs, and who, in many cases fail ** to pay 
their employés anything like a living wage, 
or to eniploy adult Jabour at trade union 
rates of waves and under trade union coa- 
ditions.”” It commends the Labour Party 
for their attitude im this matter, and demands 
that legislation should be introduced to meet 
this state of affairs. :

. Miss G. Montgoméry, Fermoy, presiding. 

Secretary, read an | 
interesting report, in which he emphasised the 
necessity for the formation of an Association, 

It was unanimously decided to form a 
Co-operative Society, as suggested by the 
representative of the Irish Agricultural 
Organisation Society, who recently visited 
Cork and conferred with growers. This 
Association will deal with the curimg, re- 
handling and disposal of the tobacco grown 
by members to the manufacturers. It was 
stated that a sum of £3,000 would be required 
to instal a Proctor automatic re-handling 
machine, and that a deputation which waited 
on the Government was informed that 
on raising £2,000 working capital on a share 
basis it would be possible te secure a 
onder the Trade Loans Guarantee Act. - 

It was decided that £1 shares be issued, 
five shares to be the minimum holding. 

It was agreed that the curing station should 
be located in the suburbs of Cork City, where 
it would afford considerable employment.

MUSIC BORN OUT 
OF TYRANNY. 
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OT many months ago Mr. Ernest New- 
N man, the music critic, wrote to Duke 
Ellington as “a Harlem Dionysus drunk 
on bad bootleg liquor.” Another critic, Mr. 
Constant Lambert, said in The Radio Times 
that “ Duke Ellington is the first jazz com- 
r of note, and the first negre composer of 
note,” while Mr. Edgar Jackson has described 
Ellington as ‘‘ without question the greatest 
composer of his style in the world to-day, and 
the only one who has shown any aptitude for 
composing music with any real merit actually 
based on the modern rhythmic form. 

What manner of man is this Ellington who 
calis forth such diverse opinions—who is the 
idol of some, and the pet aversion of others, 
who has divided the musical world into two 
camps? 

Edward Kennedy Ellington was born in 
Washington, U.S.A., just over thirty years 
ago. 6 was educated at a local school, and 
it was there. that he acquired the nickname 
of “Duke,” which has stugk to him ever 
since. Trained as a comme'cial artist, his 
extraordinary natural if& for music soon 
asserted itself, and from his early ‘teens on- 
wards it has been the only thing in his life. 
He played for a while as an amateur with 
various orchestras in his home town, then 
joined a well-known American dance band, 
Walter Sweetman’s Orchestra, and- toured 
with it for a year. 


HIS BIG CHANCE. 


Seven years ago he met Irving Mills, the 
New York music publisher and agent, and 
Mills, seeing Ellington’s great possibilities, 
took the youngster under his wing, formed an 
orchestra for him, and placed it in the famous 
cabaret—the Cotton Olub—the centre of the 
night life of Harlem, the coloured quarter of 
New York, ee 

Ellington’s fame spread quickly, . and 
through his sears. ge records and broad- 
casts he was ‘quickly recognised as one of 
America’s outstanding composers and 
arrangers of light music, and the best of all 
her conductors ef dance bands, ‘‘ Flo Zieg- 
feld. ever on the look out íor original talent, 
soon marked Ellington down as a man to 
watch, and within a short time engaged him 
and his all-coloured orchestra for his musical 
comedy, '' Show Girl,” and Maurice Chevalier 
chose Ellington, of all America’s vaudeville 
stars. to be featured with him during his 
personal appearance on Broadway. 

Ellington has taken the original and simple 
music of his race, which has never been 
without its enjoyable or valuable aspects, and 
developed its fundamental characteristics in a 
manner which -has elevated it to an artistic 
plane it has never previously reached. 


MUSIC WITH A MESSAGE, 

That he has been able to do this is perhaps 
chiefly due to the fact that behind his

Of course, all of Ellington’s music has 
not the same seriousness of intent. Much cf 
it expresses just the simple joy that these 
coloured folk, who remain m some ways 
children all their lives, manage to get out 
of life, 

Duke Ellington is now in England, has 
already been heard on the radio, and has 
planned a tour of the principal provincial 
centres. His recordings have always been 
popular, and his visit will accentuate the 
demand, especially by ‘those unable to hear 
him in the concert hall. i

AN ACCIDENTAL CURE 


AUSTRALIAN DOCTOR'S 
DISCOVERY. 


Through an accidental discovery by a Mel- 
bourne surgeon, relief has been given in 
various parts of Australia to a large number 
of sufferers from rheumatoid arthritis, one 
of the most painful of human diseases, and 
hitherto regarded a. practically inccrable 

Two years ago an elderly Melbourne woman 
who was under treatment by the surgeon 
for acute rheumatoid arthritis had the miuis- 
fortune, or good fortune, to fall and break 
her thigh. Less than forty-eight hours after 
the surgeon had set the bone the agonising 
arthritis pain disappeared. The surgeon at 
first considered it a temporary and natural 
phenomenon, but as days and weeks passed 
without recurrence of pain, he concluded 
that there was some connection between the 
relief and the fracture. Applying the ex- 
perience to other sufferers, he performed ‘he 
surgical equivalent of fracture of boring holes 
in one of the long bones of the leg, and in 
every case the operation was followed by 
relief from pain, states Austral News. 

Two years have passed and in no case has 
the operation which has been performed by 
other surgeons failed to relieve the disease. 
In one curious case a girl sufferer who was to 
undergo the operation fell and broke her 
per sie When she had begun to recover 
a surgeon re-opened the question of a leg- 
boring operation. ‘‘No, thank you,” she 
said, “ I am cured already.” The pain Lad 
definitely vanished. 

It is emphasised that the certainty of relief 
depends on very careful and’ accurate 
diagnosis, as there are numerous chronic and 
painful gs conditions other than rhenma- 
toid arthritis, but with similar symptoms 
which do not respond to this treatment. It 
has been observed that when holes are bored 
in the bones of a rheumatoid arthritis sufferer 
an oily fluid exudes from the opening. The 
closest chemica: and biological examinations 
of this fluid have been, and are being, made 
in the hope that some purely medical treat- 
nent may be evolved.

LTHOUGH he does not make any 
claim to the headship of the 
O’Dwyers of Kilnamanagh, Sir Michael 
O'Dwyer is justly proud of his blood- 
relationship with that great Tipperary 
family. The O’Dwyers, indeed, do not 
cut as big a figure in history as their 
neighbours, the O’Briens and the 
O’Carrolis of Ely. From the seventh 
century onward, however, they were tum- 
portant enough to demand more than 
passing notice from historians, annalists 
and poets. Sir Michael has gathered 
together in this súbstantial volume most 
of the available material relating to the 
family, and his diligent searches amongst 
the Irish and English sources have enabled 
him to present a family history that does 
no less credit to the author than to the 

sturdy clansmen of whom he writes. 
Above all things, Sir Michael O'Dwyer 
is a soldier, and this volume is the work 
of a fighter, rather than a writer by pro- 
fossion. For that reason it has faults 
and weaknesses which might not readily be 
forgiven in a historian. At this time 
of day, for example, when the pioneer 
work of such Irish scholars as Professor 
MacNeill, Mrs. Stopford Green, Professor 


students, Sir Michael's acceptance of the 
so-called tribal system comes with some- 
thing of a shock. Again, a more critical 
writer would have, taken care not to speak 
of a Lord of Kilnamamagh in the seventh 
century as.“ Padraic O'Dwyer.” A little 
more care, too, would have prevented mis- 
spellings, like Anne Devling and Lord 
Pilwardine. These latter are minor errors, 
of which little account may be taken; but, 
if Sir Michael will look up his authorities 
again, he will find that he is not doing 
historical justice to his namesake of ’98 
fame or to his associates in.1803. Of this 
famous Wicklow guerrilla leader Sir 
Michael says: ‘‘The final phase came 
when he brought a force of five hundred 
men to Rathfarnham, outside Dublin, to 
join in Emmet’s rebellion; but he refused 
to take part iti the attack on Dublin which 
took shape in the cold-blooded murder of 
Lord Kilwardine—one of the judges.”’ 

Fortunately, most of Sir Michael's 
history is better than that. With a 
proper family — he tells in detail the 
story of the Kilnamanagh O’Dwyers from 
the seventh century until they ceased to be 
a military and political force a thousand 
years r under the Cromwellian 
conquest; and the story is continued, 
with a mass of documentary evidence in 
support, over the Continent of Europe 
and in various parts of Ireland 
until the famous resistance put up by 
tenant O’Dwyers in the Scully estate in 
the last century, culminating in what is 
known as the Battle of Ballycohey in 
1868. Grandsons and grand-nephews, Sir 
Michael notes, of one of the stoutest 
fighters in that battle fought in Irish and 
New Zealand regiments in the World War, 
and the author himself gained a dis- 
tinguished place in the British service in 
India. 

Sir Michael, too, obviously appreciates 
remarkable types of character and a gooa 
story. In this book some of the most 
interesting pages—and, speaking historic- 
ally, some of the most important—are 
those on Bishop Edmund O’Dwyer, who 
flourished in the period of the Confederate 
War in the sixteenth century. The worthy 
bishop had been captured by Moorish 
pivates on his way to Ireland on a poli- 
tical mission, and was ransomed by a 
French Huguenot merchant, who brought 
him to La Rochelle and handed him over 
again to the Pope’s Nuncio at a profit of 
twenty pounds. It was only “ tardily 
and grudgingly,’’ says Sir Michael, that 
the Nuncio paid at all. Towards the end 
of the war the bishop was a tower of 
strength within the walls of Limerick, 
when Owen Roe O’ Neill’s brilliant nephew 
Hugh put up a notable defence against 
[reton in 1651. The bishop was one of 
those exempted from pardon; but, as Sir 
Michael tells us, he evaded capture, dis- 
guised himself as a common soldier, 
marched boldly out of the gates with the 
other Irish troops, took part in the last 
stand in Kerry, and finally escaped to 
Brussels with a price on his head. 

Sir Michael O’Dwyer has written here a 
work which does high honour to its author 
and to the Barony of Kilnamanagh, in 
Tipperary.

‘| BE late Dr. 8. J. Crawford possessed 
a rare knowledge of the Dark Ages— 


of the centuries after the fall of Rome, 
before the Western Church had lifted 
humanity to the order and dicnity of 
the medieval civilisation. We have 


many writers on the Irish part in the | 


shaping of the West. Dr. Crawford’s 
three essays, gathered in this unpre- 
tentious, but excellent, little book, fill in 
knowledge of the Anglo-Saxon part. 
‘Through obscure and controversial 
paths the argument advances. Dr. 
Crawford considers that St. Columbanus, 
bringing the weight of Trish Catholic 
tradition into the scale against Arianism, 
saved Europe. The accession of Gregory 
the Great to the Papacy, with the conse- 
quent cohesion of the lo-Saxons to 
Christianity, was the other great factor 
in the decision of the fate of the West. 
Celtic and Roman traditions were amal- 
gamated, and the culture of the ancient 
world was transmitted to medieval and 
modern times. 
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Last Poems. By D. H. Lawrence. London: 
Seoker, 10/6 net. 

T will be s ising if, when the works 
I of D. H.. nas are sifted by an- 
other generation, this slender volume of 
posthumous poems will not enjoy the im- 
mortal heritage. Seldom in his earlier 
writi did Lawrence achieve the beauty 
and the mastery that are revealed here. 
In many of his books there were mam- 
fested a struggle and a dissatisfaction with 
life that seemed to miss the nobility of 
rebellion and lapsed into complaint. The 
personal note that he struck sounded 
sometimes as if it were uttered by a child, 
so childishly subjective was it. In these 
“ Last Poems,’”’ however, a great, essential 
quality has been set free, and has been 
expressed in such a poem as “ The Ship 
of Death.” As this appeared in - the 
manuscript, it was a long poem, but it 
makes no difference to its quality, as Mr. 
Richard Aldington points out in his pre- 
face, that the structure of one long poem 
was subsequently sub-divided. 

Mr. Aldington’s preface summarises the 
work in hand well; he marks the difference 
between those rather superficial expres- 
sions, influenced by illness and irrita- 
bility, and the depths that are touched— 
the final depths—when the writer faces 
death and hikes courage for his last song. 
This “ Ship of Death” is the finest and 
most majestic poem in the volume, 
but other poems, too, have their charm. 
That about the whales, for instance, is 
of the old Lawrence, so intimately bound 


to every living thing. 


CULTURES IN 
MESOPOTAMIA.

ge travelling in Mesopotamia in 
1899, Baron von Oppenheim was in- 
formed of certain strange statues which 
had been @ug up within a few days’ 
journey of his camp. These statues lay 
at the top of a small hill near a village 
inhabited by Chechens, Mohammedan re- 
fugees from the Caucasus, whence they 
had fled upon the Russian conquest, 
While burying one of their number, these 
people had happened — some strange, 
animal-headed statues. Filled with super- 
stitious drgad, they covered up the effigies 
at once, thinking that they would bring 
them ill-luck—a fear that received con- 
firmation in their minds when _ shorily 
afterwards their settlement was visited by 
drought, a plague of locusts, and cholera. 

When he attempted to re-excavate the 
statues the author met with considerable 
opposition. The natives feared that the ill- 
luck would recur if they told where the 
ruins were, and only a mixture of tact 
and diplomatic force and a promise of 
the usual gifts and “ backshish’’ com- 

lled them to yield their point, and guide 
hia to the place. From the very first 
good-luck attended the search, and strange 
statues and the remains of a vast temple 
palace were found; but as a permit, a 
proper expedition, and tools were wanting, 
the finds had to be re-interred, and the 
work deferred until a more favourable op- 


portunity.

Ten years elapsed before the work 
could be resumed, however, and many | 
changes had taken place. The work of 
lacating the tribes and obtaining labour 
ad to be started anew, and the trials 
and adventures of this period make quite 
exciting reading, The finds, as before, 
were remarkable from the  begin- 
ning. The vast temple palace was 
completely uncovered, and within 
were found exquisite and  ornately- 
worked slabs ; statues of beasts with heads 
of men, and figures of gods were brought 
to light. As the work progressed, a large 
city was disclosed, and rich rewards were 
turned up frequently under the spades 
and picks. The Great War put an end 
again to the work, which was delayed until 
1927. In the meanwhile the treasure 
trove had all been worked out and 
scientifically examined in Germany, and 
the Baron was far better equipped 
mentally now to carry on his great work.

Koing- 
doms have waxed and waned, and the 
memory of the greatest had disappeared 
as the sand covered the final site of the 
city. Now much information has been 
snatched from. the sands, and the labours 
of the Baron and his party have recon- 
structed another long-lost chapter in 
ancient history. The remains show that 
in the main this culture is Hittite, and 
that the remains go back to a period at 
least 4,800 years before Christ. The site 
was one Of paramount importance during 
all this time, and the discoveries which 
have been made compel a complete recon- 
struction of the accepted theories of 
civilisation and art upon the banks of the 
Euphrates.” The history of the peoples 
who inhabited the site is excellently 
given.

In a work of this kind, done in this 
manner, the temptation is to overdo the 
play of imayination, and to make a more 
or less glorified novel out of the subject s 
life and adventures. In this instance, 
happily, the temptation has not quite 
conquered. Romantic and imaginative 
treatment, as practised by the writer of 
fiction, has, indeed, its use in these pages, 
but it is excellently balanced by a good, 
strong historical foundation. When the 
licence of the novelist is employed, it 18 
invariably for the purpose of filling gaps 
left by strict history—as, for example, in 
the dialogue and im describing the thoughts, 
emotions and inner struggles of William, 
that tempestuous character who was 
rince, soldier, leader and statesman. 
ure history and, the nearest approach 
to it, tradition, as handed down both by 
Normans and English, are used for the 
main narrative, the incidents and the 
atmosphere. A happy blending of all 
these elements makes the book a highly 
dramatic and vivid biography. 
As might be expected, the author writes 
from William’s, rather than from the 
English, viewpoint. Yet, if Wilham is 
hero, he is never less or more than man in 
his strength and his weakness; and his 
cruelty, his greed, his ruthlessness, even 
his resort to poison, are not glossed over 
in the picture of his courage, his ability, 
his chastity, his determination and his 
guccess, To a greater extent than most 
biographies of great men of a far distant 
ast, this book presents a living picture, 
in which the reader can discern the man’s 
features and character as clearly and as 
intimately as if he were a contemporary.

Lord Riddell’s War Diary: London: Nicholson

I this portly volume Lord Riddell has 
done somethi 


ng which will be the cause 
of much ad controversy about the 
War years, but for the general reader he 
has produced what will be. unanimously 
regarded as a fascinating book. It is not 
the full diary which Lord Riddell kept. 
‘“Tt has been necessary, he says, “ to 
excise passages which eannot be published 
for many years to come.” What has been 
published, however, is not only delightful 
reading, but a stimulant to the smoulder- 
i rs of controversy. “é 
pig, | igs had excellent opportunities 
te collect material on men and matters of 
first-rate importance, and, as a journalist 
of the front rank, he — a to mm his 
material so that it is at the same time 
revealing, discreet and delightful. His 
book is so full that everv historian of the 
future will have to make use of it as a 
source-book, and it will ge extremely 
diverting to the reader of to-day. Lord 
Riddell was given in 1914 the importan! 
work of acting as the intermediary be- 
tween the Press and the British Govern- 
ment—not in the distribution of news, but 
in the more delicate work of seeing that 
the Press did not have either too little or 
too much. In this very onerous duty he 
came into almost daily contact with all 
the personalities who mattered, and the 
daily contacts provided rich material for 
an accomplished diarist. What the 
warriors and the statesmen did and said, 
and their reactions to the varying fortunes 
of war and to the no less varying domestic 
political crises, are all set down with little 
pretence to literary brilliance, but with 
a freshness and candour that compel 
interest. 
The book rsoné 
portraits and comments, but if is 
primarily a book about Mr. Lloyd 
George; there is a reference to Mr. Lloyd 
George on nearly every page. In fact. 
the book might well become for Mr. Lloyd 
George what Boswell’s diary became for 
Dr. Johnson; it is an album of intimate 
snapshots, in which Mr. Lloyd George 
holds the centre of almost every page. 
Other statesmen, as well as generals and 
civil servants, have their places in the 
scheme, but their functions are subsidiary 
and decorative to the main figure, which 
reaches dominating proportions. So the 
reader sees Mr. Lloyd George through the 
eyes of a friend, from the early days when 
he hesitated about entry into the War, 
until that day, nearly four years later, 
when Bonar Law told him that, if he 
wanted to go down to history as the 


greatest of all British statesmen; he ought 


to retire into private life when the War 
was won. How different might the after- 
math have been if that advice had been 
taken. 

That Lord Riddell was not entirely fas- 
cinated |:y his hero is proven by his list 
of Mr. Lloyd George’s defects, which in- 
cludes such important things as lack of 
appreciation of existing institutions, fond- 
ness for the grandiose scheme in pre- 
ference to the improvement of some- 
thing already existing, and a disregard 
for difficulties. It is, however, Kitchener 
who comes in for the severest criticism. 
Lord Riddell quotes Miss Elizabeth 
Asquith’s verdict on him :—‘‘ Just a big 
poster,"” and Mr. Lloyd George’s com- 
ment: “ She is right. He is a big man, 
but does not understand English life; 
and, whatever he may have done in the 
past, pays no attention to details, and 


does not properly control his staff. He 


is just a big figurehead.”’ It was Bonar 
Law who said to Lord Riddell in 1919: 
“ Kitchener’s incompetence ruined 
Asquith.”’ 

There are some interesting ‘sidelights 
on the domestic life of prominent people, 


of which that on Mr. Churchill, out of 


office in the middle of the War, and fill- 
ing in his time with the painting of a 
landscape, is a sample. Like all diaries, 
the book suffers from diversion; strictly 
chronological order is preserved, but no 
order of phases or moods. That, however, 
will not be found a serious defect in what 
is certainly one of the most important 
chronicles of a thrilling time.

The long manduvring tor 
an advantageous moment and position 
raises excitement, and the actual sailing 
into battle carries us into the conflict, 
keyed up to the spirit of the combatants 
themselves. 
Nelson here is treated as an admiral, 
a great fighter, brilliant in naval strat 
as Napoleon was brilliant on land. We 
are spared sentimentality and other cross- 
currents of interest. This is a seaman’s 
book about a mighty episode in the history 
of the sea.

With one 
exception, every other of the :anual, pageants 
which come as the culmination of the year’s 
flying training has gone throigh in excellent 
weather. The big crowds witich defied the 
weather saw flying, in appaling conditions, 
that probably vould not be matched any- 
where in the world.

From Our AsTRONOMICAL CORRESPONDENT. 


Mercury is at his greatest evening 
jiempation on the 2nd, and sets an hour 
and 20 minutes after the Sun. He may 

ibly be visible, though summer 
summer twilight : makes it doubtful. 
Venus is near Mercury, and sets, on the 
2nd, six minutes . before him. Her 
superior brilliancy may render her visible 
in the twilight, in which case she will be. 
available as a guide to the place of her 
neighbour planet. Neither will be likely | 
to afford much interest as a telescopic 
object, except that Mercury may show a 
half-moon phase if the air is steady 
enough to perceive it. Venus’s phase at 
resent differs little from full, and her 
isc is very small. 

Mars and Jupiter are still in the same 
region of the heavens, though they are 
now separating rapidly. Mars has moved 
into Virgo, while Jupiter is still in Leo. 
On the 25th Mars will be about 3° south 
of the binary star Gamma Virginis. 
Jupiter may still be observed with the 
telescope in the evening hours, and some 
of his satellite phenomena noted. The 
shadows of I and II will be both on the 

lanet on the 2nd, between 9.30 p.m. and by 

0.30, when the t contrast in darkness 

between them will be noticeable. On the 
4th IV emerges from transit at 8:29 p.m. 
On the 9th I and IT are in transit, and 
the shadow of the latter appears at 10.35 
p.m. That of I does not enter till after 
Jupiter has set. The shadow of I is again 
visible on the 11th, passing off at 8.6 p.m. 
On the 18th the shadows of I and III are 
to be seen, that of I passing off at 10.1 
p.m. The shadow of is on the planet 
on the 21st, beginning at 10.21 p.m. The 
shadow of I is visible again on the 25th, 
beginning at 9.42 p.m. - 

Saturn rises shortly before 10.p.m., at 
the beginning of the month, and at 8 p.m. 
at the end. When he has attained suffi- 
cient altitude—that is, approaching mid- 
night—his ring system will be fairly well 
defined in a telescope of sufficient power, 
and some of his brighter satellites may be 
seen. A two-inch telescope will show the 
rings and his largest satellite Titan, but a 
four-inch glass will be needed to reveal 
the next brighter ones, Rhea, Dione and 
Tethys. The rings are steadily closing.

LIFE IN SIXTEENTH 
CENTURY. 


VIVID account of the administration 

A of law and justice in Scotland in by- 
gone days is contained in an. article 

yecently published in the Antipodes. 

‘‘It may be interesting to contrast the 
duties that magistrates were called upon to 
perform in the good old days of the sixteenth 
and seventeenth centuries (says the article). 
They had to be men of good standing in the 
community and brvict church-goers. They 
were expected tc march each Sabbath to the 
kirk in a body to the pew set apart for them 
in the gallery of the kirk, where all the 
trades and professions of the towns had pews. 
In front of the gallery, and in front of each 
pew, Was a sjaeld bearing the arms of each 
guild or profession. Underneath each shield 
was inscribed a suitable text ingeniously 
ehosen, proving how many ahd varied -may 
bé the interpretations of Holy Writ. The 
magistrates had as their text ‘The 
Decalogue,’ supported by Moses and Aaron, 
éuch bearing a rod pointing to the two tables 
of the law. The scholars: “ The law was our 
schoolmaster, to bring us to Christ, now learn 
of Me, for I am meek and lowly.’ Farmers: 
‘They that sow in tears shall reap in joy.’ 
Tailérs : ‘ They sewed fig leaves together and 
made themselves aprons.” Butchers: ‘ Rise, 
slay, eat.’ And half-a-dozen others were at 
one time displayed in the old church of 
-Brechin, all with their, what was thought to 
be, suitable texts. 


THE CHURCH COURTS. 


‘This was nat the only connection that the 
magistrates had with the Church, In those 
days the Church courts wielded a very great 
power over the people, and when it was 
desired to make a delinquent suffer physical 

unishment for persistent contumacy he ‘was 
biad over to the magistrates for corporal 
punishment, who punished as they saw fit, 
‘and returned him to the Church courts for 
their final say, which was generally sufficient 
m4o bring the poor sinner into line. The only 
chance to escape punishment for those who 
could afford it was to leave the country for 
a time, but even then, so great was the power 
of the Kirk, that many were brought back 
and forced to fall into line. 

The records of one town in Scotland in 


penny ‘laif’ to be of good and sufficient meal 
and ‘nae ither kind but wheat,’ and in con-° 
junction with the Town Council they had 
jurisdiction over the coal mining, and this 
was evidenced in one town that had let a 
contract; the contractor having failed to 
carry out the work, the magistrates had to 
do the work themselves, which, sad to say, 
was a failure. 

“ During the time of the pestilence, or 
plague, the magistrates seem to have been as 
alive to the necessity for cleanliness as any 
of the professional philosophers of our own 
times. Some of the laws that they put in 
force show that the towns in the Old Land at 
that time must have been in a very filthy 
state. It was enacted in 1586 ‘that nae 
middyngs or tulzie be permitted in the main 
street,’ and that ‘nae fish guts be laid on 
the brig.’ 

“In some of the towns about that time 
there does not seem to have been any proper 
place for the magistrates to hold their courts, 
so that they were held in the residences of 
the burgesses alternately. 

‘“Some of our justices to-day are com- 
plainiug tnat they have too little to do. I 
don't, think many of us would care to have 
some of the duties just mentioned thrust 


upon us. 


‘THE KING IN '' TOMB 80. '' 


ARCH/EOLOGISTS’ LATEST 
FINDS IN NUBIA. 


With a jewelled crown upon his head, he 
lay on a canopied wooden bier in the strange 
symmetry of death. On his left hand. was an 
engraved silver bow case, between his legs an 
iron sword with a silver hilt, and another 
sword lay at his feet. Below the bier rested 
the remains of his dog and of sacrificed 
slaves. He was the latest “ find ” made at 
Bellana by the Archwological Survey of 
Nubia in the Byzantine-Nubian tumuli tombs, 
states Reuter, from Cairo. 

His resting place is known to the excavators 
as ‘‘ Tomb 80.” At the foot of the bier were 
found a number of cased iron spears, 
swords, an iron chair and many bronze 
vessels: A second chamber in ‘‘ Tomb 80” 
contained the body of his Queen, who wore a 
silver crown decorated with the figures of 
Egyptian Kings. A thir! room was found to 
hold a great number of silver and bronze 
vessels, pottery and glassware. This tomb is 
in a much better state of preservation than 
those previously excavated at Bellana. The 
contents are of much greater value, and will 
make a rich addition to the collection of the

£177,288,459. There is, therefore, a.cur- 
rent deficit of £47,729,765. . 

Receipts iticreased by £6,684,862 com- 
pared with the first quarter of last year, 
and expenditure décreased by £26,908, 867. 

Virtually the whole of the reduction in 
expenditure is attributable to savings in 
interest and management of the National 
Debt. 

Receipts from tax revenue in the 
quarter declined by £5,187,000. | 

Income tax yielded £2,167,000 less, and 
sur-tax decredsed by £990,000. 

Revenue from stamps. increased by 
£770,000. 

Customs revenue yielded £43,209,000, 
compared with £40,033,000, an increase ot 
£3,176,000, but Excise decreased by 
£3,400,000. 

Miscellaneous receipts produced 
£11,942,928 in the quarter; compared with 
£564,477 in the corresponding quarter last 
year, an increase of £11,378,451. 

The motor vehicle duties Exchequer 
share increased by £197,000. 

The total floating debt outstanding on 
June 30, 1933, was £1,014,955,000, an 
increase of £204,500,000 since March 31 
last, and an increase of £238,555,000 com- 
pared with June 30, 1932. 

The increase is attributable to the 
recent issue of an additional £200,000,000 
to the Exchange Equalisation Account.

THE NEWFOUNDLAND 
AGREEMENT. 


The following was issued in London by 
the Treasury last night :— 

His Majesty’s Government in Newfound- 
land have decided to implement the 
agreement concluded at Ottawa on August 
20th, 1952, between the United Kingdom 
and Newfoundland, and notification has 
been received from them that legislation 
has recently been passed in Newfoundland 
bringing into force, as from July 1st, 1933, 
their obligations under the agreement. 

These include (under Article 5 of the 
agreement) the grant, as from July Ist, 
1955, of a margin of preference of approxi- 
mately ten per cent. on a number of United 
Kingdor: goods, as scheduled to the agree- 
ment. It accordingly becomes necessary 
for His Majesty's Government in the 
United Kingdom to give effect to such of 
their own obligations under the agreement 
as have not already been fulfilled—i.e., 
the undertaking in Article 2 of the agree 
ment to impose a duty of one shilling and 
fourpence a gallon on foreign cod liver oil 
and a duty of three halfpence per Ib. on 
foreign chilled or frozen salmon. These

Washington's departure from the gold 
standard is the source of all the trouble. 
Britain abandoned gold because she had 
no alternative except financial ruin; she 
was forced off gold by France and the 
United States. The United States Govern- 
ment, however, was subjected to no such 
pressure. It commanded, and still com- 
mands, the greatest gold reserve in the 
world; and there can be little doubt 
that its departure from gold. was 
made with full knowledge of the 
results, and a keen appreciation of 
the advantages which the new con- 
dition of affairs would confer on the 
American delegates to the Economic Con- 


-férence. In short, the United States was 


anxious to have a bargaining counter. The 
events of the last few weeks have given 
ample proof of an unstable currency’s 
value in this respect. The dollar has been 
fluctuating wildly, while commodity prices 
have risen. Common need makes queer bed- 
fellows. The French and Italians have 
taken the lead in the consolidation of gold 
interests in Europe, and the smaller fry 
naturally have flocked to their side. 
Great Britain is free from the shackles 
of gold, and at the same time occupies a 
highly satisfactory currency position. For 
that reason the gold countries have been 
doing everything in their power to brin 

her to their aid. A European bloc, in- 
cluding Britain, would. be almost irre- 
sistible, and would be able to cause the 


gravest embarrassment to the United | 


as ‘‘ protector of the poor.” The Civic 
Guard, in addition .to its normal, 
numerous and well-fulfilled duties, has 
assumed, throughout the land, an un- 
official protection over the dumb creatures 
which cannot complain and cannot defend 
themselves. Hitherto the starved and 
beaten: donkey has blotted, too often, the 
beauty of our country roadsides. The fact 
that the sad spectacle is less frequent now 
‘‘can be attributed solely to the vigilant 
efforts of the Guards.’’ This tribute was 
paid yesterday by Mrs. Shewell when the 
All-Ireland Donkey Pretection Society 
honoured the services of Guards who had 
shown special zeal in the cause of mercy. 
It seems that everywhere the Guards not 
only prevent casual cruelty to donkeys, 
but are doing much to suppress the odious 
tinker-traffic in outworn beasts; and we 
are sure that neglected horses benefit also 
by their friendly supervision. The birds, 
too, have stout allies in the Civic Guard. 
Yesterday we received the annual report 
of the Irish Society for the Protection of 
Birds. It tells an encouraging story of 
the stricter administration of laws. and 
of diminishing cruelty to birds and their 
eggs; and it acknowledges a debt to many 
public bodies and other agencies. “ Of the 
Civic Guard force,’’ says the report, 


“it should be said that by the thorough 
and willing way in which they have thrown 
themselves, in many districts, into the 
work of helping our objects in combating 
cruelty to wild birds they have proved them- 
selves deserving of the best thanks not of our 
Society merely, but of lovers of animal life in 
every corner of our land.”’ 


These activities of the Civiz Guard are 
doubly valuable because of their splendid 
influence on the younger generation. Boys 
and girls learn most surely that kindness to 
bird and beast is not weakness when their 
biggest: and strongest neighbours are the 
most merciful of all.

Coastwise Shipping and the Railways, 


Port authorities all over the country are 
becoming more and more anxious about 
Clause 29 of the Road and Rail Traffic 
Bill, which empowers railway companies 
to divert traffic frum ecoastwise shipping 
companies by offering exceptional rates 
against which coastal shipping could not 
compete. Strong protests against the 
clause have been received already by Sir 
John Sandeman Allen, chairman of the 
Coastal Trade Development Council, from 
the port authorities of Liverpool, Bristol, 
Leith, Gloucester and Poole. Further 
— from ‘‘ non-railway-owned ’’ ports 
iave been received to-day from Belfast, 
Neath, Ilfracombe, Maryport, Aberdovey, 
Barmouth, Portmadec, Shoreham and 
Bideiord. 


New Factories. 


A survey of industrial development in 
Great Britain, just published, indicates 
that no fewer than 646 new factories, 
employing 44,750 people, were established 
last year, while, in addition, there were 
116 factory extensions. Against these 
developments 355 factories were closed 
down. London gained 251 of the new 
factories, and Lancashire 115, in con- 
sequence of which the two districts em- 
ploy 25,000 more people. The number of 
factories established by, or with the assist- 
ance of, foreigns concerns was 122, employ- 
ing about 8,500 people, at the end of 
April. New factories for clothing 
amounted to 144, with 14 extensions, while

In an editorial article The Times to-day 
observes :—The search is still proceeding 
for a compromise on the currency question, 
which has held up the work of the Con- 
ference during the past few days. The 
representatives of the gold standard 
countries sought from Great Britain and 
America—failing that, from Great Britatn 
alone—some kind .of engagement with 
regard to the stabilisation of the 
exchanges calculated to put a stop 
to the violent fluctuations of the nast 
week, and to protect the gold currencies 
from the dangers which seemed to threaten 
them. Stabilisation is not an alluring 
word in America at the present moment. 
There is a tendency on the part of some

Mr. Belton held that the Acts provided 
for triennial elections. 

Mr. Early said that counsel’s opinion 
had been invited on the circular of the 
Minister, which stated that the annual 
election of chairman and vice-chairman 
should be postponed: but counsel’s 
opinion was that the circular did not 
legally postpone the annual meeting, and 
that an order from the Minister would be 
necessary to make the postponement legal. 


POSTPONEMENT OF 
ELECTIONS. 


Mr. Belton again asked if the meeting 
was a legal assembly, and added that the 
postponement of the local elections must 
also take place by Ministerial order, and, 
as no such order had been received, he was 
not sure whether the Council, as it now 

et, was a legal body or not. i 

‘The chairman said that the holding of 
elections did not arise out of the meeting. 

Mr. Early said that the elections were 
automatically postponed to a date not later 
than July, 1934. 

Mr. Belton held that the elections should 
take place this year. The Minister had the 
power to postpone them, but that must be 
done by an ofder of the Minister. The 
Minister had sent out a circular letter, but 
that circular was not an order. 

Mr. Fogarty—Was the circular not 
tantamount to the issue of an order? 

The Chairman replied that the Minister 
had intimated his purpose to comply with 
the Act, and it was at present In sus- 
pension. 

Mr. Belton said that it was quite 
evident that the whole fabric of local 
government had been messed up. They 
were the only Council in the Free State to 
hold this meeing, although it was equally 
mandatory on the other twenty-six County 
Councils in the Free State. ' 

The Chairman observed that it was 
shown that this was a legal meeting of the 
Council, and it was the annual meeting. 

Mr. Rollins, having inquired in what 
position they now were, congratulated Mr. 
Belton on his victory in the Dublin Muni- 
cipal election, and added: “I also con- 
gratulate old Alfy Byrne on where he is 
to-day.’’

He hoped that the same publicity would 
be given to the proceedings of the meet- 
ing as was given to the attempt made in 
College Green a week ago to blacken the 
members of that Council as being 
consciously guilty of doing an act which 


would disemploy the employés of the 
Council, and would leave the mentally 
deficient people of the country unprovided 
for.

They would not put 
a man in the chair, as they could do, 
because no man of theirs would sign the 
warrants, as it would be signing a super- 
charge on the egricultural ratepayers of 
the country and putting the Sheriff on

THE MINISTER'S DECISION. 


The Ministry for Finance made the 
announcement in the following com-. 
munication last evening :— 

“1, Following a meeting of the Civil 
Service Representative Council on the sub-

further meeting was held to-day which was 
attended by the Minister for Finunce. The 
Minister heard the views of the staff, and, 
having discussed with them a number of 
points, promised to give immediate con- 
sideration to the request put forward by 
the staffs that the bonus should be main- 
tained at the present cost of living figure 
(55) until the stafis have had an oppor- 
tunity of considering and conveying 
through the Representative Council their 
views to the Government on the Report 
of the Johnson Committee on the cost of 
living figure. The Minister informed the 
staffs that the report would be circulated 
to them at once, and it was arranged that 
a further meeting of the Representative 
Council would be held within the next 
fortnight to enable the staffs to put for- 
ward their views on the report and the 
recommendations it contains. 

“9. After the meeting the Minister 
direeted that an instruction be issued to 
all departments that for a period of six 
weeks from the lst July payment of cost 
of living bonus is to continue at the figure 
of 55, on the understanding that the staffs 
will at once fully consider the Johnson 
Committee Report and at an early date 
make, threugh the Representative Council 
to the Minister, any representations upon 
it they desire. .

SOME IMPORTANT 
RECOMMENDATIONS. 


Simultaneously with the official an- 
nouncement the Report of the Johnson 
Committee on «the cost of living index 
figure was issued. The Committee arrived 
unanimously at a series of conclusions and 
recommendations as follows :— - 

(1) The complaint of the Civil Service 
organisations that the weighting of the 
index figure is not in accordance with the 
standard of living of civil servants’ house- 
holds is justified. We conducted an in- 
quiry into the rents paid by civil servants 
at the present time, and the changes in 
rents since the years 1914 and 1922. From 
the results of this inquiry we are satisfied 
that the weighting of rent in the official 
computation is not representative as re- 
gards either civil servants or wage-earners 
generally. 

(2) At the present time the official 
figure very fairly represents the price posi- 
tion as affecting civil servants. A civil 
servant s figure, weighted in accordance 
with budgets submitted by the Civil Ser- 
vice Federation would be about 154 (com- 
pared with the official 155) in “mid- 
November, 1932, and 178 (compared with 
the official 185) in mid-June, 1922. The 
increases in rents experienced by civil 
servants and wage-earners generally are 
probably greater than allowed for in the 
official computation. 


FOR ALCOHOLIC LIQUOR. 


(3) If an allowance equivalent to ten 
per cent. of household expenditure be 
made for alcoholic liquor, it would in- 
crease the official figure (as at mid- 
November, 1932) by eight points. In our 
view alcoholic liquor should be included in 
the computation. 

(4) As tar as available data showed, 
there is no significant difference between 
the trend of the cost of living figures far 
(a) Dublin City and Suburbs, and (b) 
remainder of the Saorstat.

(5) If, as we recommend, income tax 
be not accepted as a budget item for the 
computation, there is ho significant 
difference between the index figures for 
the different income classes. 

(6) We recommend that a budget in- 
quiry should be undertaken as soon as 
possible with. a view to revising the 
existing computation (based on wage- 
earners’ standards) and setting up a cost 
of living figure based on middle-class 
standards. Such budget inquiry should be 
carried out at ten-yearly intervals. 

(7) We have examined the actual 
returns used in the present method of com- 
putation and are sati:fed that all due 
care is taken to ensure accuracy in the 
price returns; thai the price inquiry is 
aufficie tly extensive as to area covered ; 


} that tae prices returned are free from 


bias; that the formula used in the com- 
putaiion is the best possible in ali the 
circumstances; and that quarterly in- 
quirigs are frequent enough for all the 
uses for which these figures may be 
required. 

The report and recommendations are 
signed by Senator Johnson and the other 
members of the Committee— Messrs. George 
P. Fagan, Stanley Lyon, Donal O'Connor, 
Tomas O Muirgheasa, and Michael J. 
Walsh. 


STANDARD OF LIVING. 


The Committee observe that, while the 
“cost of living index figure,’’ conveying, 
as it does, a suggestion of Ara allow- 
ance for changes in the standard of living, 
is something of a misnomer, it is designed 
to measure the trend in retail prices, and 
represents proportionately the cost at 
ruling prices of maintaining a given stan- 
dard of living. The figure, however, does 
not purport to measure the absolute level 
of retail prices in different places. 

The Committee were supplied with 
memoranda by a large number of Civil 
Service organisations, but the Civil Service 
Joint Committee (representing the Clerical 
Association, Customs and Excise, Officers 
of Taxes and Post Office Workers’ Union)

TOBACCO AND SOAP. 


The report discusses at length com- 
plaints made by the Civil Service ozganisa- 
tions in respect of the weighting of the 
index figure, the changes in the figures, 
the cost of living in Dublin, house 
purchase schemes as distinct from rent, — 
purchase in particular markets, cost of 
living of single men and women, and 
index figures for different income grades. 
Expenditure of which notice is taken 
comes under the headings of food, clothing, 
rent, fuel and light and sundries. It is 
assumed that alcoholic beverages are not 
included in the food group, but tobacco, 
cigarettes and soap are included in 
‘“ sundries,’’ 

The following table, the Committee say, 
approximately represents the changes which 
have taken place in maintaining the given 
standard of living amonggt civil servants.

DUBLIN AND ELSEWHERE. 


The cost of living in Dublin was con- 
sidered at length by the Committee, and 
also the case made to them that civil ser- 
vants and wage earning classes purchase 
in different markets, and that, in con- 
sequence, the trend of prices might be 
different. It was generally acknowledged 
that prices were higher when purchases 
were made in small quantit#es, but in 
the opinion of the Committee the trend 
of such prices did not differ im any 
marked manne» from the general trend of 
any given commodity. With regard to 
single men and women, the Committeo 
had not considered it necessary to investi- 


| gate the statement that the cost of board 


and lodging had not decreased in the last 
few years, because it was not admissible 
in the computation of the index figure. 

On the question of alcoholic liquor the 
Committee stated : ‘‘In principle we can 
find no good reason why expenditure on 
drink should be excluded from the com- 
putation of a cost of living index figure. 
Tobacco, 1n_ much the same category, is 
included in the official computation, so 
that the point at issue is not whether 
necessaries or luxuries should be in- 
cluded.” 

In the opinion of the Committee life 
assurance was not admissible as an item 
in the computation of the cost of living, 
as it is tantamount to savings. 


MR. NORTON’S VIEWS. 


Interviewed last night in connection 
with the decision of the Government, Mr. 
William Norton, T.D., Chairman of the 
Civil Service Joint Committee, stated that 
he was glad that the Government realised, 
in response to representations made by 
the Joint Committee, the unreasonable- 
ness of imposing the “ cut’”’ pending the 
proper consideration of the report of the 
Committee.

RAILWAY ELECTRIFICATION. 


At the session of the World Power Con- 
ference in Copenhagen on Wednesday a paper 
compiled by Dr. Drumm, the inventor, and 
Mr. J. M. Fay, M.8c., on the Drumm battery 
was read by Mr. Fay. 

Mr. Fay said that the watt-hour efficiency 
of the battery in service might be taken as 
from 68-75 per cent. under average con- 
ditions, and this should be compared with 
an estimated efficiency of 90 per cent. for a 
continuous contact system. The use of the 
battery, however, should enable most of the 
energy to be taken at off-peak times, so that 
the more favourable tariffs should more than 
counter-balance the additional energy re- 
quired on account of the efficiency ratio and 
extra weight of the battery. The battery

the sub-stations in so far as the high currents 
required for acceleration could be taken from 
the battery. It also enabled regenerative 
braking to be used very effectively—in the 
present suburban service 15 per cent. of the 
energy output of the battery was regenera- 
tive.
